againgt you would instantly reduce
you to a llttle patch of flame, and vou
wonld disappear, Boimething lika
that begins to happen when a man
halts on a Journey, refuses to hear

the call of God, conses to feel the tre-
mendous mobliity of the universa
moving around him, and thinks he

will git down content in his place and
be quiet, God will not have It so;
God will not let yon keep still. You
must move or dle. With all of the
wilde sweep of this moving universe
pround you, the only safety for man
from ahgolute destruction of soul and

life is to coxt hWimeelfl into the maving
to

carrents of God and trunt himself
them to bear him on.

If now wae have found this
ity of the world 1o 1
of experlence, and if it
us to Indicate that this is re
universal Inw of life and of the
ought wo not to think again? S
these meanings of things reach hiznher
than our litle lives and deeper than
the mere flond and fluz of phenome-
non hefore our eves. Does not this
great spectacle of o moving cosmos,
thia great conaciousness of on-moving
life tell us something ns to what I8
the nature of God Himself? Hove
wo fixed Him sometimos in our theol-
ogies upon a statie throne In the
midat of angels and archangels? Not
go wan the picture of Him that Jeaus
drew. 8o solicitous was He—aonr
Father in Heaven—that the halra of
our heads were numbered, that not
pne sparrow could fall without His
potlea: and we may not find God at
all un ymehow we find Him in
this moving universe. Who palnts
the superb colors of the sunries fn the
morning cast, different each passing
morning and beyond the painter’s
akill to imitate? Who Is the vast
woaver that threada the fahrie of the
petals of the flowers and wenves gresn
carpets ovor the fields? Who ia the
spirit of the mist that lifts itaslf from
the mepdow-way under the touch of
the morning sun? We should be tired
by this time of that wonden fetlsh of
law under which men have bound this
frail and mobile univerae, and which
men have worshiped in the place of
God. No. God ia not law: God Is
ife, and 1ife |2 motion, and God Him-
self is forever movipg on. The final
pxplanation of this moblle universe
must be sought in the infinite mobil-
ity of God God is not o gtatle gov-
srelgn seated on His throne: He s the
lite of all life, the light behind the
light, the glory thet ahines with the
glory. I the heavens and the earth
nre passing away, It Is hecanss noth-
ing that has God's life in it can re-
main stationary

If, then, we wauld harmonlze our=-
selves and qulet our restless hearts,
in n sense that Aungustine perhaps
did not mean, 1t #kall not bhe by rest-
ing in some snug haven of God'a
praparation. 1t shall he by coming to
that trivmphant faith of the soul that
Is willing to cast ltself Into the mov-
fng providence of Cod, and go on
where God 18 golng,  And =hall that
be forever? Certainly I hope so
This shall 1 condaunt jor of
the IMfe that s ta como, that wo are
forever to ptss on Into the ¢ and
the wonderful and the unexy
giona and the unexzplored glorles
an infinlte unlverse Fear not, oh,
soul, to lnunch thy bark and cast
awny: eut thy monrings behind thee;
let the old dead past go, and in the
vag! to-morrow ook upward through
the vistas that path of the Jjust,
phiinging more and more unto the pers
feot day, on which no darkness evoer
shuts down, where no night aver falls,
which no barriers ever cut off, and
whose gonl has not been fixed for ns,
becauss It ig the endless path of the
onward moving God

He be-
longed to o olass that was largely hos-
tile to Jesug, He was thoroughly in
carnest and his pride was in the dust
(ef, M¥, 5:22; Lu, 8:41), He wor-
shiped Jegus., The fact that Jesus al-
lowed him to do so 18 one of the many
proofs of Jesus' deity (cf. Acts 10:
an Rev., 23:8. 8, R. V.: h:8).
The ruler's prayer was short, to the
noint, Intensge (ef. Mk. 6:23) Jesus
arose and followed him He Is al-

(Rev, R:20), Jesus went at once,
He fa just the same to-day (Hel.
12:8). The Jewlsh ruler's faith was

not ag perfect as that of the Romnn
canturion (cf, ch. 8:8 with Luke 8:
41, ind note MK, 5:36), but the faith
wias genuine and Jesus responded to

it (el. vs, 21, 24} The aick ehild
was the only daughter (Lk. 5:4).
Thate mnre hut three recorded in-

stances where Jesdun rafsed the dead,
an only daughter, an only son (L,
7:12) and an only brother (Jno. 11:
1) There was work, too, for Jesus
to do by the way (v, 20). The woms
nn's wng desperate (v, 300 ef. |
Lev. 16:18, 20) The long continu-
ntiee of her piague made her case ap-
naraently hopeless, but It was not
hopeless when we take Jesus into the
weount (of. L. 13:16: Jno, 5:06. 8,
fi; Aols 4:22, 26) She had sought
rellef In many directions (Mk. 5:26;
L. 8:45), but had recelved nane.
Our Lord often heals those whom no
buman skill can help. She came to
the Lord hecanse thers was no ons
olge to whom she could go. She had
heard the things concerning Jesus
(Mk. 5:27), and thia gave her fnith
that He could heal her., The woman's
plan for getting the desired henling
had much of guperstitlons erroncous-
ness mingled with it (v. 31)., Bat
there was sincere faith, and that |s
all that Is necessary. Heart faith,
though mixed with error, that never-
theless bringa one to Jesus, hrings
grenter blessing than views that are
carreet hut entirely n matter of the
hend. Bhe roceived a hearty walcome
and the ecomplete healing that she
sought. Jesus had been delayed on
the way In ministering to the womap
who had tonched the hem of HHis gar- |
maont and was made whole, and menn-
time the little girl had died (ef. Mk.
H:36: Lu. 8B:48). It seems as U Jesus
was now too late, It often seems so
fef, Jno, 11:21), hut He never fis,
Jesus found the ruler's house filled
with wproarious, astentatlous parade
of sorrow, TIn hearty disgust at it all,
He drives the nolsy mourners forth
fef, Mk, 5:40). Jesus is alwuys dis- |
pleased with undue lameniations over
departed friends (1 Thess, 4:13), He
gives o good reason why the lamenta-
tion should cense at onee. ""The dam- |
el i not dead but sleepeth.” The
reason holds for all our friends who
have fallen asieep in Jezus; they are
not dead, but simply slesp (1 Theys,
4:14; Acts T:60) They may not
awaken quite as soon ns did Jalrus'
daughter, but wake they surely will,
nnd it will not he long (1 Thess.

16, 1T). Jesur' statement WwWAs re-
celved with derisive laughier, There

Further work
awalts our mighty Lord, Two blind
men require His help. They were
very earnest, following and crying
out, They had falth in Him as the
Megsiah, the Son of David, and in His
ability and readiness to help. The
Old Testument hnd prophesied that

the Messiah would open the eves of
the blind (Tea, 29.08; 33:56, 42:6, 7).
Jogus did not seem to pay any attens
tion to them at Arst, but with persist-
ent Inith they followed Him right
into the house. Joesus put one ques-
tion to them that went right to the
root of the matter (v. 28). Faith is
the one condition that Jesus demands
It we would realize experimentally
the fullillment of His promise and the
enjoyment of His power (Lu, 1:406;
Jas. 1:6-T). If more of ug could say
“Yea Lord™ to Jesus, “Believe yo that
I am able?” we would know more of
His power to help. Our faith fa the
measure of the blessing we enjoy (v,
29}, One touch of Jesus' hand and
the blind eyes were opensd,

111, Jesus Casting Out a Demaon,
#2-34.. Still another needs our Lord's
help, & man pomsessed with a demon,
Recent investigntion proves that de-
monlcal possesslon s a reallty to-
day.
